SENTENCES IN DUBLIN 
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(BEFORE JUDGE SHANNON.)

DUBLIN ROTARY LECTURE 


Incidents in an eight months’ journey in 
China were described by Mr. Richard White, 
F.R.G.S., in the course of a paper read at 

Dublin Rotary 
Club, which was held in the Metropole 


In China, he said, the great majority of 
the 450 millions of báigh,” Féil in iii, 
and were dependent upon agriculture for a 
livelihood..

MINOR’S POSITION 
ALTERED 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE AND A 
JURY.) 


The hearing was concluded of an action in 
which Patrick Leigh, Raymond street, South 
Circular road, Dublin, claimed damages 
against John Hawe, Ranelagh road, Dublin, 
In respect of personal injuries and _ loss 
suffered on 1st June last, when the plaintiff, 
while motor cycling, was involved in a col- 
lision with the defendant’s motor car at 
Parnell road, Harold’s Cross, Dublin: The 
Eat alleged negligence in the driving of 
the car, 

The defence was a denial of negligence and 
a plea of contributory negligence on the part 
of the plaintiff. 

After a previous trial of the action, the 
jury had disagreed. 

The plaintiff had originally sued as a minor 
by his father, Mr. George Leigh, who was 
injured in a road accident at Kill, Co. 
Kildare, and. died last week. During the 
same week the plaintiff came of age. 

On the application of counsel for the plain- 
tiff, the pleadings were amended by striking 
out the name of his father as next friend. 

Mr. J. M. FitzGerald, K.C., and Mr. W. 
L. Sainsbury (instructed by Messrs. John J, 
McDonald and Co.) appeared for the plain- 
tiff; and Mr. W. Carson, K.C., Mr.

the part of the defendants, and the plaintiff 
could show that only by proving what, in a 
normal case, the duties of an auditor were. 
When the plaintiff had shown what those 
duties were, then, of course, it was open to 
the defendants to show, if they could, that 
this was not a normal case, and that, there- 
fore, they did not perform the duties which 
should be performed in a normal case and 
were excused from doing so by the particular 
circumstances of the case. But that was the 
defendants’ business, and before they got as 
far as that, it must be shown .what the 
normal duties were, and that they had not, in 
fact, been performed. Then there was the 
question of loss, and the duty lay on the 
plaintiff to show that there had been a loss 
to him by reason of those duties not having 
been performed. He was now trying to dis- 
charge that onus and to show by the evidence 
what the duties of an auditor were, apart 
from special circumstances. 

Mr. Justice FitzGibbon—Surely that must 
all depend on what particular branch of 
accountancy he is asked to carry out for the 
client who employs him? 

Mr. Denning—But he has to show that the 
result that he produces is correct, and, in 
order to make sure that his certificate is 
correct, it would be his duty to go into 
various matters. I will submit that when 
the auditors found books of this character 
from which they could not, without going 
through a great deal of labour and getting 
them written up in a ledger, certify their 
results to be correct, it was their duty as 
auditors to inform the persons who were 
employing them that, on the face of those 
documents as they stood, they could not 
guarantee that their certificate of profits was 
a correct certificate. 

The reading of the evidence was con- 
tinued by Mr. Denning, who had not con-

The manager of their branch, 
they said, between April, 1936, and July, 
1936, had repeatedly informed the plaintifi— 
and peremptorily on the 8th July, 1936, when 
the plaintiff's account at the branch was 
debtor £276—that they required the overdraft 
to be reduced by regular reductions. sub- 
stantially and permanently. The plaintiff 
neglected to comply with these requirements, 
and, contrary to these requirements, he drew 
the cheque mow in question, On 11th July, 
1936, the plaintiff, whose account was debtor 

40 16s. 6d., wrote that he was unable to 


reduce the overdraft by any greater amount. 


than £5 a month. On 12th July, when he 
drew the cheque, his account remained debtor 
£240 16s. 6d., and when the cheque was pre- 
sented his account was debtor £237 7s, 4d. 
The defendants further stated that their 
manager sent a message to the plaintiff that 
if he wished the account to be paid he must 
make provision therefor. The plaintiff on 
that day made a lodgment of £17 17s., sent 
to the bank with a letter stating that it was 
intended to “ improve the position,” but he

He always did this when substantial cheques 
signed by the plaintiff came in. Having 
seen how the account stood, he had a letter 
sent to the plaintiff about 12.30 p.m. refusing 
to pay the cheque, and in the afternoon, 
when the bank was closed, a lodgment of 
£17 17s. was made by the plaintiff. He had 
had a conversation earlier with Mr. Thomson 
over the ‘phone, and when Mr. Thomson 
said he was going to make that lodgment 
witness told him that he would still refuse 
to pay the cheque. Accordingly, the cheque 
for £50 was marked “refer to drawer.” 
Cross-examined by Mr. McCarthy, the wit- 
ness said that the reason he examined the 
laintiff’s account was that he considered he 
ad a discretion to say whether a cheque 
should» be paid or not, everything dependin 
on the state of the account. He considere 


that the maximum limit of the plaintiff’s | 


overdraft was £237. 

Mr. McCarthy said that it had never been 
stated in any letter to the plaintiff by the 
witness that this was the limit of the over- 
drait. | 7 
_ Witness said that he had mentioned that 
in conversation with the plaintiff. 

Mr. McCarthy—Do you know that the 
plaintiff claimed that he had an overdraft of 
£285 !-~Yes, and on several occasions I en. 
deavoured to disillusion him of that. 

_In April and June, 1936. the plaintiff at 
times was, said Mr. McCarthy, allowed over- 
drafts of £286, £283 and £296. 

Witness said that he permitted that be 
cause he did not want to be too severe on 


the plaintiff. 


Mr. McCarthy—If his overdraft was as 
he says it was at the time the cheque in 
dispute was presented, would you consider 
it your duty to pay the cheque ?—If his over- 


| draft was authorised at £285, I would have 


no right to return the cheque at that time. 
The witness, in reply to further questions 
said that he was aware that the case the 
plaintiff was making was that the payment 
of the cheque in dispute would not have 


-brought his account over the authorised over- 


draft of £285 

Mr. Dermot P. Carley, who was pro- 
manager of the ‘lerenure branch of the bank 
before the appeintment of Mr. McHugh as 
manager, said that on January 25, 1936, a 
cheque signed by: the plaintiff for £50 and 
payable to a man named Keogh was presented 
for payment Witness telephoned the plain- 
tiff, saying he could not pay it because of 
the amount of the overdraft, unless some 
provision was made to meet it, and the plain- 
tiff promised to make a lodgment on the 
Monday, two days afterwards. He did so, 
and on the promise to make the lodgment 
the cheque had been paid. 

The further hearing was adjourned.

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BELFAST TO PAY 
£56,000 
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NORTHERN PARLIAMENT 
PROTESTS 


From Our CORRESPONDENT, 
BELFAST, Tuesday. 


A strong protest against the demand of 
the Northern Government for a contribution 
of £56,000 from the Belfast Corporation 
towards unemployment assistance was made 
in the Northern Parliament to-day. 
Alderman H. Midgley, M.P. (Labour), said 
that Belfast is being asked to pay this 
huge sum while the rest of Northern ireland 
was only contributing £0,000 per annum, 
although approximately half of the 70,000 
unemployed in Northern Ireland resided out- 
side the City of Belfast. is 
Lieutenant-Cólonel A. “R. Gordon, Parlia- 
mentary Secretary to the Minister of Finance, 
said that Belfast Corporation had made 
representations for a reduction of the cop- 
tribution, but the Government was unable to 
agree with. the basis of the Corporation s 
contention. After giving most careful con- 
sideration to the Corporation’s representations 
the Bovscomnens “woe satisfied that the figure 
was fair. 
ae Das Beattie (Labour) said that in view 
of the way the Belfast Corporation and the 
Belfast ratepayers had been treated by the 
Government, he was not surprised that the 
Chairman of the Belfast Corporation Finance 
Committee had thrown up his job. The Govern- 
ment had not accepted its responsibility for the 
able-bodied unemployed in Belfast. Preferential 
treatment had been accorded to the country 
districts, and a heavy burden had been im- 
posed on Belfast while the cost of living 
was increasing in the city. 
Major Hall Thompson (U.) rotested 
against’ the £56,000 levied on Belfast, and 
said that it was above the margin the city 
ought to pay or was able to pay. If the

KINGSMILL MOORE

ANON KINGSMILL MOORE, D.D., 
t: yesterday laid the foundation ftone of 

a new library at Celbridge Collegiate 
School for Girls, which is being erected at 
the cost of £2,000 as an addition to the old 
schogl-house, and is to be named the Emma 
McClelland Library, after the Headmistress, 
who has done so much towards its estab- 
lishment. 

Dr. Kingsmill Moore, who wore Academic 
robes, was received by Miss McClelland, 
B.A., and among those present were :—The 
Rev. W. J. Mayne (Secretary of the Incor- 
porated Society for the Promotion of Pro- 
testant Schools), the Rev. Lionel Fletcher 
(Rector of Celbridge), Mr. T. C. Kingsmill 
Moore, K.C.; Mrs. T. C. Kingsmill Moore, 
and Miss Honor Allen. 

The Rev. W. J. Mayne said that Dr. 
Kingsmill Moore was Senior Governor of the 
Society, and a constant attendant as a mem- 
ber of the Board of the Society since the 
inauguration of its present scheme in 1895. 
As a Governor, Dr. Moore always had taken 
the keenest interest in the school, and it 
was, therefore, most appropriate that he 
should lay the foundation stone of the 
library which they expected would be a use- 
ful addition to the school building. 

With a handsome presentation silver 
trowel, Canon Kingsmill Moore laid the 
stone, on which were carved the words:

THE NAMING 


Canon Kingsmill Moore said that in the 
course of a long life many ceremonies had 
come his way, but he doubted if any of 
them had given him more pleasure, or as 
much pleasure, as the iaying of this fo.ndsa- 
tion stone, which marked the beginning of 
a building, whose beauty would commemo- 
rate the genius of Mr. R. C. Orpen. How 
the large sum necessary was gradually 
accumulated was a mystery only to be ex- 
plained by the unique influence of their 
great headmistress, whose name the library 
appropriately bore. 

He described the development of the school 
and gardens since he had first known them 
forty years ago, and the great horticultural 
improvement. which had taken place under | 
the hands of the gardener, Mr, James Daly, 
the acquisition of the entrance gates by the 
secretary, and dwelt on the educational pro- 
ficiency of Miss McClelland and her staff, and 
how the influence of the school had’ heen 
attested by the loyal way in which: past 
pupils had rallied to Miss McClelland’s call, 
and subscribed generously to the cost of the 
library. The eair, having been named 
after Miss McClelland, he, as Session 
Governor, ventured to name the new gates 
“The Mayne Gates,” while, as it was Miss 
McClelland’s wish that the park should be 
named after himself, let it he called the 
“Kingsmill Moore Park.” From a common- 
lace level Miss McClelland had raised Cel- 
ridge Collegiate School to a height whith 
was not surpassed, which, perhaps, was not

Religion in Germany 


Herr. Hitler’s attitude towards religion 
in general, and the Roman Catholic 
Church in particular, was illustrated once 
again in the speech which he delivered in 
the Berlin Lustgarten on May Day. 
Since his ‘reeonciliation with General 
Ludendorft he seems to have become more 
and more embittered against the Churches. 
Frau von Ludendorff—die Mathilde, as 
she is known throughout Germany—has 
written a new book calling for the 
elimination of Jesus Christ from the lives 
of the people, mainly on the ground that 
he was a Jew; and apparently Herr 
Hitler, if he has not been converted to the 
Ludendorff creed, at any rate has become 
more positive in his dislike of the pro- 
fessing Christians. He made two big 
speeches on May Day—one to a crowd of 


“some 120,000 young folk in the Olympic 
Stadium, and the other to their parents 


in the Lustgarten. The theme of both 
addresses was the same—namely, the Nazi 
Party’s determination to take complete 
control of education in the new Germany. 
There still were some “ old blockheads ”’ 
in the Reich, he declared, with whom 
nothing could be done; but, hé added, 
‘they do not worry us.” Their children 
would be taken away from them and 
trained by the Nazis to become new 
German men and women. When a child 
is ten years old, the Fiihrer continued, it 
has not yet acquired any feeling for high 
birth or ancestry, but is like all other 
children. At this age the Nazis propose 
to take the children over to form them into 
a community, and to keep them under 
strict control until they are eighteen. 
Then they will join the ‘8.A.,” the 
“ 8.8.,” and other organisations; they 
will go into the Labour Front or the 
Labour Corps, and will serve their two 
years in the German Army. ‘“‘If ‘that 
will not make a nation out of them,” said 
Herr Hitler, “nothing will.’’ The 
Russian. Bolsheviks take children away 
from their mothers almost as soon as they 
are born, and bring them up in Govern- 
ment créches. The Nazis have not yet 
decided to invade the nurseries; but they 
have made up their minds to, keep the 


| children’s education firmly in their own 


hands. On this: point there will be no 
compromise, because Herr Hitler has 
resolved to create a completely homo- 
geneous nation—a nation of robots, sub- 
servient to the Nazi will; and he knows 
that if he loses control of the younger 
generation his ambitious plan will be 
wrecked. - 

The Church of Rome has more than 
20,000,000 adherents in Germany, and it 
is from them that the strongest opposi- 
tion to Herr Hitler’s scheme must be 
expected. All over the world the Catholic 
Church insists that the education of 
Catholic youth must be controlled by the 
Church. It will not consent to secular 
education, and, although at times it has 
been forced to yield ground on this point, 
on the whole, it has contrived to maintain 
its position against all attacks. Herr 
Hitler has declared an unrelenting war 
against the Church’s point of View. The 
individual in Germany no longer has any 
rights, whether or not he happens to be a 
parent. The alternatives are to ‘ bend 
or break ” before the Nazi will. So long 
as the Churches busy themselves with 
their religious problems, he announces, 
the State will not concern itself with 
them ; but if they attempt by any kind of 
measures, “ by writings, encyclicals, and 
so forth,” to usurp State rights, they will 
be forced back into the spiritual sphere, 
which is their proper place. These state- 


| criticisms of the Nazi Party, but confines 


stimulate opposit 
people to Church 
evident from his Lmustgarten speech that 
he has not the least intention to modify 
his defiance of Rome. The Holy See has 
sent yet another Note to Berlin, protest- 
ing against the Nazis’ policy; but it is 
not likely to have much effect on Herr 
Hitler, who seems to be impervious to any 
opinion outside that of his immediate 
entowrage, a i | 
The Protestants are not. so keenly 
interested in the educational aspect of 
Herr Hitler’s policy as the Catholics; for 
them .control of the schools is an ‘ideal 
rather than a principle. On the broader 
issues, however, Protestants‘and Catholics 
are at one. They are fighting against the 
new paganism which is being inculcated by 
the Nazi movement, and are trying to 
preserve the tenets of revealed religion 
against the bitter onslaughts of its 
enemies. Since Herr Hitler began his 
attacks on the Churches there has been a 
decided revival of religion in Germany, 
although, of course, it must be admitted 
that fear has prevented thousands of 
sincere Christians from open opposition to 
the Government. In Berlin Otto 
| Nieméller’s fashionable church in the 
suburb of Dahlem always is packed on 
Sunday mornings. Pastor Niemdller was 
one of Germany’s most notable submaring 
commanders during the war, and his 
prestige is so high that even Herr Hitler 
cannot assail it, He is most outspoken. in 


himself almost entirely to its attitude 
towards religion as such. Several other 
pastors in various parts of the Reich have 
been silenced; but hitherto no attempt has 
been made to interfere with Dr. Nieméller. 
This fact, in itself, may be significant. 
Herr Hitler probably has won the battle of 
the schools, because he has contrived that 
& majority of the parents has voted in 
favour of secular control; but he has not 
won the bigger battle, and is not likely to 
win it. The Germans at heart, whether 
they be Protestants or Catholics, are a 
deeply religious people. They may not go 
to church so regularly as other peoples, 
and they may have drifted away from the 
externals of their faith. Nevertheless, as 
was proved during the war, their 
essentially religious character reveals itself 
in times of stress, and the group of pagans 
around Herr Hitler misjudges the German 
psycholagy. We are convinced that in 
the long run the Nazi Party will find its 
conqueror in religion. It may succeed for 
the moment the crushing of -overt 
opposition to its policy; but time is on 
the Churches’ side. Christians of all 
denominations are united in their resolve 
to maintain their faith at all costs, and 
in the, religious instinct of the German 
people Herr Hitler may find an opponent 
that he oan neither bend nor break to his

More Tourists 


. That Ireland should be the country for 
the early holiday-maker was one of the 
most important points made at the Con- 
ference of Hotel Proprietors, held yester- 
day in the Dublin City Hall. The 
climate is favourable, the weather not too 
variable, the colourings of hill and hedge- 
row as brilliant as anything to be found 
elsewhere in Europe. Why,. then, is 
Ireland not the land of the early holiday- 
maker? Why is it that in the months 
when the landscape is at its loveliest— 
May, June, and early July—such loveli- 
ness should be neglected or ignored? In 
other countries the tourist season is .con- 
tinuous from May to October; in Ireland 
the season is packed tightly into about two 
months between the middle of July and 
the middle of September. The season can 
be extended in Ireland by means similar 
to those adopted in the other countries. 
Special attractions have been devised by 
other countries; tourist fares have been 
reduced, the charges at hotels are 
lower during the earlier and later months 
of the summer, and, if Ireland wishes 
to have the earlier and later visitor, 
something must be offered’ which will 
make Ireland’s pulling power superior to 
that of competitors. It is not every 
visitor who comes because the landscape is 
lovely or the hills of Ireland are bluer 
than those to be seen elsewhere: when it 
comes to landscape and hill colourings, 
Ireland is but one land among many. 
What is needed to bring the value of the 
tourist traffic to the ten million pounds 
every year which the Irish Tourist Asso- 
ciation believes to be possible is the de- 
velopment of something for each of the 
holiday months which will be peculiar to 
Ireland. A speaker at yesterday’s meet- 
ing said that, if one went into a London 
tourist: office and asked where a holiday 
could best be spent, 
be mentioned. We think that is an 
exaggerated statement, “but it, undoubt- 
edly, contains a germ of truth. The tourist 
demands novelty, and then more novelty, 
amusement and gaiety; the ability to 
“get out of himself’’ for a brief spell. It 
is in the provision of novelty, amusement 
and gaiety that Ireland lags behind. 
Shaggy hills, unkempt and decaying vil- 
lages, unhistoric ag well as historic. 
ruins, © matter how well they may look 
when viewed by an artist, do not capti- 
vate the tourist on pleasure bent. For 
the sportsman, the artist, the historian 
and the archxologist—in brief, for the 
‘specialist—Ireland is first or among the 
first. Expansion of the tourist traffic to 
the dimensions anticipated at yesterday’s

has appeared in the columns of the 
Daily Telegraph, over the signature of 
“ Herbert Filmer.” Mr. Filmer, who is a 
New Zealander, insists that “ the family- 
sized farm in England is wasteful.’’ “ The 
small-holding,” ‘he says, “ where labour is 
performed without hired help, is a sinful, 
extravagant and pitiful relic—a legacy 
from the bad old days.” He appeals for 
larger farms, and calls upon Great Britain 


‘to throw down dykes and hedges, in order 


that larger holdings, allowing full scope 
for ‘the use of machinery and mechanical 
processes, may come into being. Mr. 
Filmer illustrates his theory with the ex- 
perience of Central Europe, where the 
production of grain fell rapidly as a result 
of the division of large farms after the 
War. He believes that the British Govern- 
ment ought to encourage the formation of 
“ land-holding groups,” which will buy 
up large estates as rapidly as they come 
upon the market, and that the principle 
of “ collectivisation ” ought to be applied. 
We can see ‘much value in Mr. Filmer’s 
argument. There is little doubt that the 
large holding, intelligently administered, 
can produce far more than a similar 
extent of small, separate farms. If 
quantity and quality of production were 


the only objects, the claims of the large | 


farm, or of “‘ collectivisation,’’ would be 
unchallengeable; and in Great Britain, 
where the necessity of a domestic food 
supply. is wital, they may be a way of 
salvation. In Ireland, on the other hand, 
we think that the small, or smallish, farm 
still has an important part to play. The 
small-holding system may not be trans- 
cendently productive, but it means much 
to the nation’s social stability—and would 
mean more if certain abuses attendant 
upon it could be removed. Yet it may be 
that the future will see a revival of the 
co-operative idea—now, unhappily, defunct 
—whereby the social advantages of the 
small-holding will bé combined with the 
economic benefits of large-scale agricul- 
ture. Mr. Filmer’s belief that “ the day 
of rugged individuality has passed ' may 
be. true of England; it is only partly true 
of Ireland, whose farmers have yet to learn 
how individuality may be reconciled with 
the national good. 


Three Dumb Mice 


With a galvanic bound mice have 
sprung into the forefront of the world’s 
news, There was the mouse which 
trundled coal about, apparently for fun; 
the other mouse which trundled coal 
about for profit; and the singing mice, 
which became so important that an inter- 
national contest was staged to decide—- 
if possible—which mouse possessed the 
least regrettable voice. The contest has 
been held; no decision has been reached ; 
and the surprising thing is that no less 
than three out of the five entrants were 
heard to emit sounds of an almost im- 
perceptibly musical nature. However 
sanguine one may be by disposition, it is 
improbable that one can own a mouse and 
say: “ My mouse will now sing fairly 
sweetly,’’ with any appearance of convic- 
tion. We can imagine that hundreds of 
people own mice which sing; and that 
those hundreds of people long ago have 
faced the depressing truth that the mice 
will sing when they feel like it, and will 
remain as silent as the tomb during 
those periods when they sense no 
personal desire for song. How difficult 
it is to impress one’s influence upon a 
mouse; for the largest mouse is too small 
for comfort. 
exhaustible patience have taught dogs to 
beg, parrots to talk, elephants to carry 
logs, and chimpanzees to behave in a 
manner which the straight-laced may regard 
as slightly unseemly. In these endeavours 
they have been assisted by the manage- 
able size of their pets; and by sundry 
growlings, exhibitions of violence and 
obvious. bad temper been able to estimate 
how the wind was blowing.

Mr. Baldwin’s Retirement 


Mr. Baldwin will retire’ as « Prime 
Minister on Friday, May 28th, and on the 
same day the King will send for Mr. 
Chamberlain, who will form his new 
Government during the week-end. Before 
‘leaving Mr. Baldwin is to entertain the 
King and Queen and other members of the 
Royal Family at a dinner party at No: 10 
Downing street. It may be found that 
Mr. Chamberlain will not decide to appoint 
a new Chancellor of the Exchequer imme- 
diately, but decide to carry on the post 
himself until he has got the Finance Bill 
through the House of Commons. It is not 
likely that this will be before the end of 
June, and possibly later, as there is likely 
to be strenuous opposition to the profits 
duty. 


Members’ Salaries 


It is by no means certain that members 
of the House of Commons who are anxious 
to secure for themselves an increase of 
salary will be able to gratify their desires, 
as inquiries made by the Prime Minister 
have brought to light the fact that there 
is considerable opposition to the idea, 
chiefly among the Conservatives. In the 
circumstances it is probable that the 
Government will do what was done in 
1911, when the salary was first given, and 
estimate the feeling of the House by means 
of a motion on which there could be a free 
vote. A free vote is one when the usual 
party discipline is suspended and every 
member can do as he wishes. : There will 
be an objection to such a step on the part 
of a number of members, as the division

The central 
feature of this exhibit, a stall showing 
what could be produced and made on a 
self-supporting farm, was unusually in- 
teresting as it revealed what men and 
women can do with their hands without 
the use of the complicated machinery of 
modern life.

farmers would be ruined. 

Big interests in Great Britain were 
ranging themselves on the side of the 
attack on the Ottawa policy, and were con- 
tending that the policy of Great Britain 
must be rearranged so as to give greater 
satisfaction to the United States and other 
important countries at the expense of some 
of the British Dominions.

The Rev. A, P. Cronyn, M.A., who has

very old premises, and many of them tell short 
of present-day standards. He realised, the 
Minister said, that some of the schools in the 
central areas in the city fell short of modern 
standards as regards lighting, ventilation, etc. 
Since the report was furnished, four of the 
largest of the fifteen schools reported by the 
School Medical Officer to be unsuitable, had 
been replaced by new buildings. In two other 
cases accommodation had been improved, and 
in most of the remaining cases steps were 
being taken to have new schoolhouses erected. 

The department, he added, was fully alive 
to the need for the provision of suitable 
school accommodation in Dublin City, and was 
endeavouring to expedite its provision as far 
as possible. La the past two years the 
grants sanctioned for the building and im- 
provement of schools in the county borough 
of Dublin was £166,400, resenting a total 
estimated expenditure of £250 ,000
